General Superintendant directing operations of the 
electric, water and sewerage utilities; 

From 1960 to the present 

As Consultant providing valuable services to 
department heads, employees, customers of City 
Utilities, its policies, practices, union memorandum, 
preparation of detail for ordinances, rates and 
many other matters.
